The  Committee  chosen  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
March,  1857,  to  examine  and  audit  the  Treasurer's  Ac- 
counts, have  attended  to  that  duty,  and  find  them  correctly 
kept  and  properly  vouched,  and  a  balance  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  §  1,061.97.

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  six  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  (6,500)  received  of  the  Hancock  Free 
Bridge  Corporation  be  appropriated  by  the  Town  to  the 
paying  off,  by  the  Treasurer,  the  same  amount  of  the 
Town  debt,  and  the  above  interest  estimate  is  based  on 
that  supposition. 

The  estimate  for  Schools  and  fuel  is  the  same  amount 
as  appropriated  last  year. 

We  have  not  increased  the  estimate  for  roads  and  cul- 
verts. Several  new  roads  were  made  last  year,  and  there 
is  one  road,  (Foster  Street,)  which  was  widened  several 
years  since,  for  which  the  land  damages,  and  for  removing 
and  rebuilding  the  wall,  were  paid  for  some  eighteen 
months  since,  but  the  wall  is  not  all  made  and  the  road  is 
not  completed. 
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Although  all  Foreign  Paupers  are  supported  by  the 
State,  it  is  thought  the  estimate  will  all  be  needed. 

The  estimate  for  Bridges  will  probably  be  sufficient. 

The  amount  for  the  Cemetery  is  wanted  to  erect  a 
small  building  to  secure  tools  and  other  conveniences,  also 
for  cleaning  avenues,  also  to  prepare  a  few  lots  suitably 
to  use,  which  are  occasionally  wanted,  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  the  last  item  to  be  refunded  when  the  Lots 
are  sold. 

The  estimate  for  the  Fire  Department  is  for  ordinary 
expenses  only. 

The  only  new  Road  now  accepted  by  the  Town,  and 
not  built,  is  the  one  leading  from  Faneuil  to  Beacon 
Street, 

The  Committee  would  suggest,  that  in  all  cases  where 
committees  of  one,  or  one  officer  only,  are  to  draw  money 
from  the  Treasurer,  they  present  their  accounts  to  the  Se- 
lectmen for  approval.
